W ashingto n, Au g. 5.—Pu ll indicatio n 
o f President W ilso n’s p o licy o f media­ 
tio n with resp ect to Mex ico was an­ 
no u nced when Secretary o f State Bry ­ 
an made p u blic the fact that fo rmer 
Go v erno r Jo hn Lind o f Minneso ta had 
left 
W ashingto n 
fo r 
Mex ico 
City , 
wrhere he will be the p erso nal rep re­ 
sentativ e o f the p resident and adv iser 
to the American embassy . 
To Mr. Lind the p resident has en­ 
tru sted the task o f try ing to indu ce 
the federal go v ernment and the reb- 
resentativ ee o f the rebels temp o rarily 
to lay aside their differences, p ending 
an electio n in Mex ico , with the u nder­ 
standing that the United States will 
reco gnize the go v ernment which thu s 
may be bro u ght into being. 
While 
the fo rmal statem ent giv en o u t by Mr. 
Bry an did no t co ntain any info rmatio n 
as to Mr. Lind’s instru ctio ns, u p o n in­ 
fo rmatio n gained fro m o ther so u rces 
it can be said that the abo v e is the ad­ 
m inistratio n’s p ro gram. 
Mr. Bry an’s 
statem ent said that when the p resi­ 
dent is ready to co mmu nicate with the 
Mex ican au tho rities as to the resto ra­ 
tio n o f p eace he will make p u blic his 
v iews. 
This anno u ncement, which rep re­ 
sents all that the adm inistratio n is 
willing to tell the co u ntry regarding 
its Mex ican p o licy at this time, fo l­ 
lo wed clo sely u p o n the heels o f the ac­ 
cep tance o f the resignatio n o f Henry 
Lane Wilso n as ambassado r to Mex ico . 
Mr. Lind v irtu ally takes the p lace in 
the embassy at Mex ico City made v a­ 
cant by the dismissal o f Ambassado r 
Wilso n. 
Mr. Wilso n has been held o n wait­ 
ing o rders by the dep artm ent o f state, 
and o n Au g. 14 will enter u p o n a statu s 
o f leav e o f absence which will co n­ 
tinu e u ntil Oct. 14, when his resigna­ 
tio n will beco me effectiv e. 
The ad­ 
m inistratio n has fo rbidden him to go 
to Mex ico City to adju st his p erso nal 
affairs between no w and Oct. 14. The 
reaso n fo r this is that it is kno wn 
that sho u ld Mr. Wilso n retu rn to Mex ­ 
ico #City , ev en as a p riv ate citizen, 
there wo u ld resu lt a demo nstratio n in 
his ho no r in which Americaas, Mex i­ 
cans and fo reigners wo u ld p articip ate. 
The ambassado r himself info rmed the 
state dep artm ent that he tho u ght be­ 
cau se o f the certainty o f o ccu rrences 
which wo u ld be disagreeable to the 
p resent adm inistratio n at Washingto n, 
he o u ght no t to go back to Mex ico City . 
The jnan the p resident has selected 
as his* sp ecial rep resentativ e in Mex ­ 
ico is a Swede. 
He serv ed in the 
ho u se o f rep resentativ es o n the Re­ 
p u blican side at the same time Bry an 
was o ccu p y ing a seat o n the Demo ­ 
cratic side. 
In 1896 Lind went o v er 
to the Bry an cau se as a “silv er Rep u b­ 
lican.’’ and since then has been kno wn 
as “an o riginal Bry an man.’’ Mr. Lind 
is kno wn as a fine gentleman, bu t his 
q u alificatio ns fo r dealing with the mo st 
difficu lt Latin American situ atio n this 
co u ntry ev er faced, are no t ex actly 
kno wn. 
He kno ws no Sp anish what­ 
ev er, and so far as kno wn nev er has 
had any ex p erience with the p ecu liar 
Latin American tem p eram ent o r fo r­ 
eign relatio ns in any p articu lar. 
Mrs. 
Lind acco mp anies him o n his missio n. 
It is u ndersto o d to be the p lan o f the 
adm inistratio n to make its o ffer o f 
go o d o ffices to the Mex icans p u blicly , 
so that the who le wo rld may kno w 
what is go ing o n. 
It ap p arently is 
ho p ed that the Mex ican factio ns will 
hesitate to bear the o nu s o f the co n­ 
seq u ences which wo u ld fo llo w a re­ 
fu sal to settle her internal differences 
amicably , o r at least av ail themselv es 
o f the p resident s go o d o ffices. 
Sho u ld 
Mex ico 
refu se, 
ho wev er, 
there will be no armed interv entio n in 
that co u ntry by the United States. 
This the adm inistratio n has taken as 
the fu ndamental o f its p o licy to ward 
Mex ico . 
Instead, in the ev ent o f fail­ 
u re o f the mediatio n p ro gram, the 
p resident, it is believ ed, will lift the 
embargo o n arm s and ammu nitio n and 
thu s inv ite the Mex icans to fight it o u t 
u ntil they weary o f i t 
It is admitted 
that this wo u ld amo u nt to v irtu al 
abando nment o f American interests in 
Mex ico . 
The co urse ado p ted by President 
Wilso n Is who lly u np recedented in 
America n dip lo matic histo ry so far 
a s 
co uld be lea rned here. It is ex clu siv e­ 
ly the po licy o f the p resident and Sec­ 
retary o f State Bry an, no o ne ha v ing 
been taken into their co nfidence. Jo hn 
Bassett Mo o re, the v eteran dip lo mat­ 
ist and wo rld-wide au tho rity who m the 
p resident Insisted sho u ld accep t the 
o ffice o f co u nsello r o f the dep artm ent 
o f state and dip lo matic adv iser o f the 
go v ernment, was no t co nsu lted abo u t 
the p lan o f sending Lind to Mex ico . It 
was learned au tho ritativ ely that Mr. 
Mo o re is far fro m being in sy mp athy 
with the p ro ject and that his v iews 
co incide with tho se o f Ambassado r 
Wilso n, which were rejected by the 
p resident

It is no t becau se the mo th is light 
hearted, heedless and u tterly friv o lo u s, 
as we hav e alway s been to ld, that it 
p lu nges headlo ng into the flame, bu t 
becau se o f the way that its bo dy is 
co nstru cted, say s Kaemp ffert. the well 
kno wu stu dent o f p hy sical science. 
There are tsv o sy mmetrical p o ints, ex ­ 
actly alike chemically , o n the mo th’s 
bo dy —namely , its ey es. If the ray s o f 
light mo dify the chemical co nditio ns 
o f o ne side mo re than the o ther then 
the mo th’s p o wer o f mo v ement is af­ 
fected. 
There is a stro nger mu scu lar 
tensio n o n o ne side than o n the o ther, 
and the mo th is fo rced to mo v e to ward 
the so u rce o f light. 
If, ho wev er, o ne 
o f the ey es is remo v ed the chemical 
sy mmetery is destro y ed and instead 
o f p lu nging Into the flame it mo v es 
abo u t in a circle. There are o ther ani­ 
mals and insects besides the mo tli 
which are ho p elessly in the grip o f 
light. 
If a snail is p laced between a 
white wall and a black wall the u n­ 
eq u al lighting fo rces it to crawl in a 
circle.—Chicago Tribu ne.

In argu ing fo r scho o ls in p riso ns Dr. 
A. C. Hill o f the New Yo rk state edu ­ 
catio n dep artment, who has p rep ared a 
bu lletin o n the su bject fo r the United 
States bu reau o f edu catio n, p o ints o u t 
that there are three way s o f handling 
a man who m the co u rts hav e p ro ­ 
no u nced u nfit to remain in so ciety : 
“First, he may be p u t to death at o nce; 
seco nd, he may be slo wly killed in a 
destru ctiv e env iro nment, and. third, he 
may be p laced in a fav o rable env iro n­ 
ment and resto red to no rmal health, if 
p o ssible.” 


Object o f Priso n Scho o ls. 
Priso n scho o ls rep resent an attem p t 
to ap p ly the last q / these metho ds, ac­ 
co rding to Dr Hill. 
“Scho o ls in p riso ns are the ex p res­ 
sio n o f the highest co ncep tio n y et fo rm­ 
ed o f the p ro p er way to deal with men 
and wo men segregated fro m so ciety 
fo r v io lating its laws.” he say s. “They 
are an o u tgro wth o f the belief that the 
do o r o f ho p e mu st nev er be clo sed to 
any hu man being. They stand fo r o p ­ 
p o rtu nity . 
They are hu m anity ’s o ffer 
o f help to o v erco me the inertia and 
desp air that settle do wn u p o n a man 
disgraced and dep riv ed o f his liberty .” 
Priso n libraries fo rm an imp o rtant 
edu catio nal facto r, and sp ecial atten­ 
tio n is giv en to them in the bu reau ’s 
bu lletin. 
Dr. Hill no tes that there is 
u su ally p lenty o f bo o ks, bu t that the 
q u ality o f the reading m atter is seldo m 
satisfacto ry . 
He cites the o p inio n o f 
H. II. H art o f the Ru ssell Sage fo u n­ 
datio n that “no t o ne p riso n in ten has 
a su itable selectio n o f bo o ks. 
Mo st o f 
them are co mp o sed o f o ne-third u n­ 
readable bo o ks and o ne-third trash ” 


Better Metho ds Needed. 
In this co nclu sio n I)r. IIill u rges that 
better metho ds and greater efficiency 
in character bu ilding are needed all 
alo ng the line, back to tbe scho o l and 
the ho me 
He believ es that “p u blic 
effo rt sho u ld be directed mo re fu lly to 
p ro v iding the right kind o f edu catio n 
fo r the tho u sands o f neglected chil­ 
dren who se env iro nment is su ch as to 
make the dev elo p ment o f bad and dan­ 
gero u s characters almo st inev itable. 
“The ho p efu l sign o f the times is an 
aro u sed p u blic sentiment that is de­ 
manding a fu ll kno wledge o f the facts 
and a v igo ro u s u se o f the best means 
o f checking mo ral degeneracy at its 
so u rce.”

Fire Marshal, H as Taken Steps to 


Have a Series of Several Model Les­ 


sons in Fire Prevention Taught in 


the Public Schools of the State. 


Indianapo lis. 
Aug. 
5.—Charles 
A. 
Greatho use, state superintendent o f 
public instructio n, is lending a hand in 
the effo rt to reduce the fire lo ss in In­ 
diana. 
The teacher’s manual, which 
thç departm ent o f public instructio n 
has just sent to press, co ntains prac­ 
tical suggestio ns as to ho w teachers 
may spread the needs o f fire pro tec­ 
tio n in the scho o ls. 
In this effo rt Mr. Greatho use is be­ 
ing assisted by the state fire marshal, 
who has prepared sev eral mo del les­ 
so ns in fire prev entio n. 
In sev eral 
states the teaching o f fire prev entio n 
is co mpulso ry . 
Altho ugh it is no t re­ 
quired in Indiana, Mr. Greatho use be­ 
liev es the subject im po rtant eno ugh to 
suggest that teachers may include 
such lesso ns v o luntarily . 
The subject is included under the 
heading o f civ ics fo r fifth grade pupils. 
The preserv atio n o f health and pro p­ 
erty are bo th presented by the super­ 
intendent. 
The suggested lesso ns in 
fife prev entio n take up the v ario us 
causes o f fires, lay ing special empha­ 
sis o n carelessness as a co ntributing 
facto r. 
Ho w to handle matches, the 
dispo sal o f ashes, the danger fro m gas­ 
o line and sim ilar m atters are present­ 
ed. 
It is the belief that by starting 
with the children, a general influence 
will be created which will o pen the 
ey es o f the peo ple to the tremendo us 
lo ss which is suffered in pro perty and 
liv es each y ear because o f careless­ 
ness. 
The state fire m arshal’s departm ent 
will issue a bulletin when the scho o ls 
o pen in the fall regarding the neces­ 
sity fo r fire drills. 
This bulletin will 
pro mulgate a set o f rules and regula­ 
tio ns fo r fire drills to be o bserv ed in 
all the scho o ls in Indiana.

The pro tests were based upo n cer­ 
tain autho rized interv iews by Chair­ 
man Ov erman, Senato r Reed and Sen­ 
ato r Walsh, in which the senato rs to o k

LOBBY INVESTIGATORS 
SUBJECTS OF PROTEST 


Charges o! Prejudging Evidence 


Are Male. 


Washington, Aug. 5.—The U. S. sen- 


ate's lobby investigation committee 
listened to a few choice words of crit- 
icism of its own majority members 
from no less than three sources. For- 
mer Representative-James B. Watson 
of Indiana, in a letter addressed to 
Chairman Overman.-'told the commit- 
tee he would withdraw his request to 
appear before 'the committee for the 
very evident reason that the majority 
members of the committee, by their 
own statements, were convinced of the 
accuracy of Colonel M. II. Mulhall's 
testimony .without ever having been 
called upon to listen to evidence in 
controversion of Mulhall's statements. 


Attorney Robert McCarter, repre- 


senting the N. A. M., took an opportu- 
nity to protest against what he termed 
the self-evident fact that the commit- 
tee had prejudged the charges lodged 
against the N. A. M. Lastly James A. 
Emery, Washington counsel for the N. 
A. M., stung to anger by Senator 
Reed's production of some of his (Em- 
ery's) private correspondence, made 
an eloquent plea to the committee fof 
fair play and likewise lodged the 
charge of prejudging evidence against 
the three Democratic senators. 


The protests were based upon cer- 


tain authorized interviews by Chair- 
man Overman, Senator Reed and Sen- 
ator Walsh, in which the senators took 
occasion to announce that although 
they did not countenance Mulhall as 
a man or a witness,'nor did they ac- 
cept as satisfactory evidence many of 
his statements even under oath, never- 
theless the letters produced by Mul- 
hall, in the opinion of the three com- 
mitteemen, were convincing enough in 
matter and scope to justify all the 
claims as to "unprincipled conduct of 
the N. A. M."

REGULAR COURSE OF LESSONS 


Superintendent of Public Instruction. 


Acting in Conjunction With State 
Fire Marshal, Has Taken Steps to 
Have a Series.of Several Model Les- 
sons in Fire Prevention Taught in 
the Public Schools of the State. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 5.—Charles A. 


Greathouse, state superintendent of 
public instruction, is lending a hand in 
the effort to reduce the fire loss in In- 
diana. The tearffer's manual, which 
the department of public instruction 
has just sent to press, contains prac- 
tical suggestions as to how teachers 
may spread the needs of fire protec- 
tion in the schools. 


In this effort Mr. Greathouse is be- 


ing assisted by the state fire marshal, 
who has prepared several model les- 
sons in fire prevention. 
In several 


states the teaching of fire prevention 
is compulsory. Although it is not re- 
quired in Indiana, Mr. Greathouse be- 
lieves the subject important enough to 
suggest • that teachers may include 
such lessons voluntarily. 


The subject is included under the 


heading of civics for fifth grade pupils. 
The preservation of health and prop- 
erty are both presented by the super- 
intendent. The suggested lessons in 
fife prevention take up> the various 
causes of fires, laying special empha- 
sis oh carelessness as a contributing 
factor. How to handle matches, the 
disposal of ashes, the danger from gas- 
oline and similar matters are present- 
ed. It is the belief that by starting 
with the children, a general influence 
will be created which will open the 
eyes of the people to the tremendous 
loss which is suffered in property and 
lives each year because of careless- 
ness. 


The state fire marshal's department 


will issue a bulletin when the schools 
open in the fall regarding the neces- 
sity for fire drills. This bulletin will 
promulgate a set of rules and regula- 
tions for fire drills,to be observed in 
all the schools in Indiana.

ENTER A PROTEST 


Otter Creek Township Dispute Gets 


Into Commissioners' Court. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 5.—The Ot- 


ter Creek township local option elec- 
tion controversy was taken up before 
the Vigo county commissioners this 
afternoon when a delegation of citi- 
zens from North Terre Haute appeared 
to file their certified petition contest- 
ing the result of the election. 


They base their cause of action on 


the contention that'' more than 100 
voters from the tenderloin of this city 
were taken to North Terre Haute to 
vote against the "drys." The commis- 
sioners announced that they would fix 
a date for hearing both sides of the 
case. As the matter stands the "wets" 
have a majority of five votes in the 
township. 


A committee of Otter Creek town 


ship citizens, representing the newly 
organized law and order league of 
Vigo county, visited the Otter Creek 
township saloons^and road houses that 
were open Sunday and requested the 
proprietors to close their places. With- 
out argument all these places closed 
promptly after the request had been 
lodged with them.

HE COULDN'T SAVE HIMSELF 


Young Man Drowns After Rescuing 


Woman and Child. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 5.—Claude 


A. Jones, aged nineteen, a machinist, 
went down to heroic death in Eel river 
after saving the lives of Mrs. Charles 
Bechtel and her seven-year-old son 
Lloyd, at the Joseph Armstrong farm, 
two miles south of Eel River station. 
Jones was exhausted after holding up 
Mrs. Bechtel and her son for several 
minutes while Ottis F. Hall swam out 
and rescued them one at a time.

The loss by fire in Indiana during 


the third' week of July was $547,481, 
which included the wholesale district 
fire in Indianapolis. 
This was re- 


ported at $446,000, which left 
the 


loss in the rest'of the state a little' 
more than $100,000. There was "a 
total of 131 'fires which was consid- 
erably 'below the ' weekly 
average. 


Lightning again claimed a share of 
the responsibility, causing 27 fires 
with a total loss of $28,938. Of the 
27'buildings struck by lightning, 24 
are "known'to have been.. without 
lightning rods, while in the other 3 
cases no report was made on this 
point.
